The submission of amendment filed on 1 1/17/2005 is acknowledged. At this point claims 
1 and 7 have been amended, claim 6 have been canceled and the remaining claims left 
unchanged. Thus, claims 1-5, 7-12 are at issue in the instant application.

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Referring to Claim 1 the prior art of record fails to show an anti-collision warning light 
for use on an aircraft wherein each plane defined by the plurality of LEDs has a different portion 
of the refractive optical element allocated thereto. 

Claims 2-4 and 7-12 are allowed as claims depended on claim 1.
